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The Bogus Juryman.

The disclosure of Lhe presence in the
Mouat jury at Philadelphia of an im-
postor, who personated a juror who had
been summoned but who had “not an-
swered, seems to show a carefully organ-
ized scheme to fill up the jury panels of
that corruptly governed town with pur-
chasable instruments. There is obviously
a great deal of money in the business.
and the probability is that it has been
long practised. It does not appear to
have been originated for this Mouat
case, for the false juror- was put in the
panel for Judge Biddle’s court long be-
fore the trinl and when Mouatexpected
to be tried in another court. Moreover,
Mouat’s counsel is a reputable attor-
ney, and it is not likely that such a

" scheme would have been prepared es-
pecially for his client without his knowl-
edge. Mouat, however, seems to have
secured this juror by his luck, as he was
the last juror called and had to be taken
by the commonwealth, whose challenges
were exhausted, Of course he might have
bzen held back by the clerk for just such
a situation. and for this reason sus-
picions wmay arise against the clerk that
he was in the conspiracy to acquit
Mouat. Still that would be a monstrous
charge against such an officer, and it
will not do to make it against him with-
out further evidence.

it may be, as we suggest, that this
man got on this jury panel without
special reference to the Mouat case, but
simply as a serviceable instrument in
any case in which he might be required
and would bLe paid for. - The man he
personated has not been at hig home
since the summer, being away in New
York. Iie¢ was returned by the sheriff’s
ofticer as not found. Here then came in
the work of the personating gang. They
found 2 man to answer to the name, and
had him call at the sheriff’s oilice, de-
clare himselt' to be the desired juror and
receive his summons. The plan was as
simple as it was bold. It seems to
carry with it, however, the econvic-
tion that the sherift’s officer was in
complicity with the conspirutors or else
exceedingly negligent of duty. It is, of
course, the duty of the sheriff to know
that th¢ men he summons on the
panel are the, men who are drawn ;
and he cannot be ignorant of
the necessity for great vigilance in
a city where so many rogues lie in
wait for an opportunity for successful
rascalily of every kind.

One warranted suspicion is that thisis
not the only case of false personation that
will be found in the jury panels of Phil-
adelphia. If they are closely eriticised,
itis very likely, mdeed, that it will be
seen Lhat somebody has discovered
every juror that the shenfl’s officer
has failal to find; and has had
them for hire. Dut whether this
scheme was arranged for the special
benefit of Mouat, or was an old institu-
tion Ly which his luck nearly enabled
him to profit. ils danger to the jury sys-
tem is cqually great. The purification
of the jury wheel has been the ardent
aim of law-makers and judges, and many
guards have lately been thrown about it.
But of what avail are these if the jurors
who are carvefully selected can be so
boldly personated by hired iustruments
of eriminals ¥ Il does seem as though
the dangers of the jury system are be.
coming so great a3 to give reason for
despair of its furlher usefuluess. OUne
thing seems clear, and that is that no
juror should be put in the wlieel whois
not too well kuown to be falsely person-
ated. The judges uand lawyers and
court oflicers ought to have personal
knowledge of every man in the panel.
They ought {Fbe men who are known
of their fellows and who have won their

eofidence in their lives.

TERRIBLE LOSS OF LIVE,

The Arley pit, which is
adjacent, was affected by the explosion in
the Orrel pit. Of over G0 employees in the
Arley pit only 27 were bronght to the sur-
face alive. Itis feared the remaiuder par-
ished. It is believed the explosion in the
pits was caused by the fall of 2 portion of
the roof.

_DiSASTROUS FIRES.

SOME HOLIDAY BLAZES,
ESCAPING BY A CLOTHES LINE,

Collislon of Tralos at a Crosslng ot Two
Rallroads.

Yesterday a fire was discovered in the
picker room connected with the Willow-
dale factory, situated about four miles
from Ipswich Centre, Mass. The fire de-
partment from Ipswich saved the main
building, but a loss of £3,000 was sus-
tained. Insured. The sheds attached to
the glass works of Moore Brothers,- at
Clayton, New Jersey, were burned early
yesterday morning, a large amount of
manufactured glass being destroyed. The
loss is estimated at $50,000 ; not insurad,
The main works were saved.

Klein, Logan & Co.’s tool works, on
Thirteenth street, South Side, Pittsburgh,
were damaged by fire last evening to the
extent of §60,000. The fire originated in
the polishing department, but what caused
it is nnknown. The building and stock
were insured for about 340,000, mostly in
local companies.

A fire broke out yesterday aflternoon in
the Lasement of No. 220 West Fourteenth
street, New Yoik, ceccupied by three
families who were barely able to make
their escape before the flames cut off their
retreat. Patsy Lewis, a colored servant
in the employ of Mr. Mack, attempted to
lower hersell to the ground from the ad-
Jjoining building with a clothes line, bat
it broke and she fell to the yard, sustain-
ing severe injuries. The damage to fur-
niture was abont £3,000, and the building
£25,000 ; coverad by insurauce.

Rallroad Accide::l,

Near Mattawan, N. J., yesterday, an
accident occurred by which tweo trains
were wiecked and one man was killed and
several persons injured at the point where
the Freehold & New York railroad com-
pany’s track crosses the track of the Long
Brarch division of the Central railroad of
New Jersey. A train on the Freehold
road, comsisting of an engine and two
cars, ran into a train on its way from
Long Branch to New York, on the othgr
roads The shock was terrific. Two cars
of the Long Braunch train were thrown
from their trucks and badly shattered.
The locomotive of the Frechold train was
completely wrecked with the exeeption of
the cab and was hurled from the track. Jusi
before the collision John S. Conover, the
fireman onthe Frechold train, shouted to
the engineer, William Mooney, and jumped
to the ground. He was run over ana kill-
ed by the other train. Mooney, however,
stuck to his post until his engine came to
a standstill on the enbankment at the side
of the track, when he jumped from the cab
window without injury. The passengers
in both trains were hurled from their
seats by the collision. Mrs. Wheeler, of
Long Braneh, was slightly cut about the
face and head, and James Brown, of Red
Bank, N. J. received a bad scalp wonnd.
Several other passengers were only serateh -
ed and slightly cut by the broken wind-
ows. The wrecked cars struck the posts
supporting the signal lamps over the cross-
ing, kunocking them down, and knocked
the signal-house into pieces to the bottom
of a small ravice on the other side of the
Long Branch road. Patrick Devlin, the
signal man, was thrown headlong to the
foot of the embankment, and cut abont
tue head and body.,

A JURYMAN IN TROUBLE,

How a Fhiladslphia Eiection Fraud Vrial
was Suddenly Stopped.

The case of David Mouat, on trial for
cleetion frands, came to an unexpected
stop in Philadelphia yesterday morning.
District Attorney Graham ealled from the
Jjury-box a man registered as ‘‘ F. Schultz,
locksmith, rear of No. 454 Belrose street,”
and cross-examined liim elosely, when the
man admitted that he had worked on sev-
eral street car lines under a number f
names, and that he had not lived at the
place indicated since February, 1530,
though he insisted that his real name was
I". Schultz. Ile showed great igmorauce
of the locality, and satisfied the coart that
he was an impostor, though conviction be-
cawe u ccrtainty when Mrs, Schultz, the
wifc of the man who actually lives
at the address given, took the witness
stand and  testified that she had
lived there for more than three years,
that her husband was in New York, and
that she did not know the juror. Judge
Biddle said to the juror: **You secem to
be guilly of so0 many offenses that I am
embarrassed to know what to eommit you
for. Youhave been guilty of perjury, of
false personation, of obstructing juslice,
and of contempt of court. I will, however,
commit you for eontempt of eourt, and the
district attorney may send in such charges
as he sees fit against yon.” The judge
then apologized to the other jurors for
having unwittingly subjected them to the
companionship of such a man, and for
having subjected them to several days’
confinement for mo good purpose, since
they would have to be discharged
and the case retried. lle then with-
drew the jury and ordered a new
pancl. Mouat’s counsel made an effort to
have the case posiponed and his client ad-
mitted to bail. The judge consented to
iet the case go over until Wednesday, but
remanded Monat to custody. The case
bad advanced so far that the evidence for
the commonwealth was all in, while the
defense had called several witnesses to
testify to the good character of the pris
oner. It was found after the court had
adjourned that the jury had already taken
a vote upon their verdict, and styod 11
for coniviction and 1 for aequittal, the dis-
senting juror being F. Schultz, locksmith,

At the
bottom is: “And His pame shall
be called (on the right-hand pillar)
Wonderful Counsellor, the Mighty God,”
and on the right-band pillar, ** Everlast-
ing Father, Prince of Peace.” At the
base of the right-hand pillar is Truth and
at the left hand Ward. In the centre and
at the top of the arch is a keystone with
“ Jesus in Piophecy ; Is. ix., 6-7.”" To
set this off is a perfect i of an angel,
with pointing finger, directing the way of
the approaching wise men. Above this
are the Christmas bells. Mr. Filbert bas
uever taken any lessons in drawing, but
the above piece can be compared with the
work of somo of our greatest artists. e,
aided by Mr. J. R. llenry, will paint the
scenery to be used in the opera house by
the E. E. Lutheran’s cantata.

The animal
was merely backed into a stall, when,
alter imsising the gums, the do:or, by
meansof 2 powerful dental forceps, suc
ceeded, with somo difficulty, in removing
the tooth, which was found diseased right
through its centre to the pulp, thus inter
fering with mastication, E; When it is
remembered that the molar tooth of the
horse is over four inches in length the
difficulty of this operation will be appre
ciated. The animal scemed much relieved
by the operation.- D:.

Tobacco Matters fvr the Week.

The tobaceo trade has been quiet during
the past week. Itis not expected thatany
heavy tramsactions will be made in the crop
of 1880until after the holidays. Manufae-
tarers are keeping their stock as low as
pcssibh} to save trouble in *“* takiog ae-
count of stock " at the beginni of the
year. There are few buyers ab“;‘nt. and it
is thought very little will be done with
the new crop before next month. The
“bears '’ continue to ery *“white vein”
and profess to belicve that Penn-
sylvanpia as a tobacco state is
about played out!—but they at the
same time idro keeping their eyes wide
open for bargains. The “* bulls " laugh at
the bears and ery ‘‘sour grapes—don't
you wish you could reach ‘em ™ As an
illnstration of the disinterestedness of the
contending factions it may be mentioned
that a firm of ** bears " put themselves to
the expense of advertising in the news-
papers of this eity, ecautioning the dear
farmers tobe very careful of making eon-
tracts with bauyers at hich fizures, as they
would find fault with and reject their
goods on some technicality or other when
they come to be delivered ! And lo ! it is
now reported that this very tirm who wero
“ bearing’" the I'ennsylvania market were
buyjng heavily in Connecticut, and last
week, in a single day, rejected no less
than twenty wagon loads of the goods
that were delivered to them by farmers '
They were, therefore, the very first to
practice on the farmers ihe trick they ean.
tioned them against.

Meantime our Lancaster county farmers
are quietly stripping their tobaceo, and
we are assured by dealers, who have
largely examined it, tie work is being done
more carefully than it was ever done be-
fore. All white vein leaf is being care
fully excluded from the wrappers and
placed in lower grades. This is as it
should be, and will, no doubt, save the
farmers a gread deal of annoyance, and in
the end secure them better prices for their
er

c{;:ry little tobacco has as yet been de-
livered. With the exception of a few
wagon loads of Laneaster leaf dropped at
the warehouses of Teller Brothers amd
Frank Pentlarge, and a ear load North-
umberland left at Mr. Cobu’s, we hear ol
no deliveries ; but all the city warehonses
are being set in order for business after
the holidays.

Harry C. Moore has removed from Bit-
ner's okl warehouse, 221 North Vrinee
street, to Bitner's new warchouse, 212 and
214 North Prince, where be will be mueh
more comfortably fixed and have storing
capacity for 5,000 cases. Mr. Moore has
already stored in it over 1,000 eases of old
tobacco. The building is a _handsome
brick, with a front of 41 feet, a depth of
73 feet, and is three stories and a basement
in height. It is substantially buiit, cen-
trally loeated and very econveniently ar-
ranged, being built expressly for the to-
baceo trade. It is 2 eredit to the owner,
Mr. John R. Bitner, and the builder, Mr.
Dinkleberg. .
